number 3. Please amend the application as follows: 

Restriction to one of the following groups was required under 35 U.S.C. 

§121: 

I. Claims 1-4, drawn to a hemopoietic cell L-selectin ligand 
glycoprotein, classified in Class 530, subclass 300. 

II. Claims 5-6, drawn to hemopoietic cell L-selectin ligand 
glycoprotein-specific antibodies, classified in Class 530, subclass 387.1. 

III. Claims 7-10, drawn to a method of targeting cells expressing 
hemopietic cell L-selectin ligand glycoprotein with specific immunotoxins, classified in 
Class 424, subclass 178.1. 

IV. Claims 11-13, drawn to methods of selecting for and against 
cells expressing hemopoietic cell L-selectin ligand glycoprotein with appropriate 
antibodies, classified in Class 424, subclass 140.1. 

V. Claim 14, drawn to a method of regulating hemopoiesis by 
selecting for cells expressing hemopoietic cell L-selectin ligand glycoprotein with 
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appropriate antibodies and reinfusing said selected cells, classified in Class 424, 
subclass 93.71 . 

VI. Claims 15-16, drawn to a method of regulating inflammatory 
responses by administering hemopoietic cell L-selectin ligand glycoprotein-specific 
antibodies, classified in Class 424, subclass 143.1. 

Vlt. Claims 17-18, drawn to a method of performing an overlay 
adherence assay, classified in Class 536, subclass 501 . 

VIII. Claims 19-22, drawn to a method of making a cytocentrifuge 
sample chamber, classified in Class 210, subclass 361 . 

IX. Claims 23-29, drawn to a cytocentrifuge sample chamber 
assembly, classified in Class 210, subclass 361. 

Applicants provisionally elect Group I, claims 1-4 for prosecution 
purposes, with traverse. Applicants hereby conditionally withdraw claims 5-29 for 
prosecution, without prejudice, and request reconsideration of the restriction 
requirement. 

Applicants traverse the restriction requirement based on the following 
grounds. It is respectfully submitted that the restriction requirement practice was 
established to promote efficiency of prosecution in the Patent Office. All the groups 
of claims relate to the L-selectin ligand glycoprotein and antibodies thereof. 
Therefore, all of the claims relate to the glycoprotein or methods of using the same. It 
is respectfully submitted that examination of all of the claims in a single application 
would be efficient, thereby promoting the grounds for the establishment of the 
restriction requirement practice. Hence, it is respectfully submitted that restriction 
should not be required and that Applicants have traversed the restriction requirement. 
However, as stated above, Applicants have elected the claims of Group I and 
provisionally withdraw claims 5-29, without prejudice, pending reconsideration of the 
restriction requirement. 

The application is now in condition for allowance, which allowance is 
respectfully solicited. 
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In view of the present amendment and foregoing remarks, 
reconsideration of the rejections and advancement of the case to issue are 
respectfully requested.
